NO DEDDINGTON NEWS IN AUGUST 1 


DEDDINGTON PARISH COUNCIL 


_ Notes on the Annual Parish Meeting held in the 
Windmill Centre on Wednesday, 7 May attended by Cllrs 
Clinch, Drake, Fisher, Flux, Stevens, Swash, Todd (chair), 
the Clerk, and 25 parishioners. 


CHADRMAN’S REVIEW . 

Cllr Geoff Todd, chairman of the Parish Council for the 
past two years, welcomed everyone to the meeting. He said 
it was good to see parishioners giving their support and he 
explained the meeting was an opportunity for people to 
put their questions to councillors, face to face. During the 
year three people took the opportunity to address the 
Parish Council, about the Windmill grounds, the Bowling 
Club green and a planning application. 

Development 

Cllr Todd said ongoing concerns for the Parish Council 
were development and fears the village was outstripping 
its resources. Weighing business needs against residential 
needs was like walking a tightrope, as without its 
businesses the village would die. Clirs always tried to 
persuade district planners to be sympathetic to village 
needs but there were still times when decisions went 
against them. 

Housing 

The low cost housing development, on land opposite the 
entrance to the Windmill Stores, is now “on the horizon”. 
Permission has been granted for 22 houses and legal 
agreements were being drawn up to allow building to start. 
Environment 

The environment also concerned the Parish Council. Cllr 
Todd said Deddington has lots of facilities, with shops, 
buses and health centre, and is “the gourmet centre of 
north Oxfordshire”. The Parish Council! had done its best 
over problems during cabling-laying work through the 
village, as well as ensuring the County Council swept 
surplus shingle from the new footpath in High Street and 
New Street. There were good facilities for re-cycling, with 
skips and bottle banks, but Cllr Todd made a plea for 
people to keep the sites tidy. He also appealed for people 
to remove advertising notices from poles and posts after 
the event, as they were untidy and could affect the 
village’s prospects in the Best Kept Village Competition. 
Daeda’s Wood was “a superb project” and he 
congratulated all involved. 

Traffic calming 

Cllr Todd assured the meeting that traffic calming was 
always high on the Council’s agenda. As well as 
providing a chicane in Earls Lane, clirs were now looking 
into ways of slowing vehicles, with signs similar to those 
in Aynho. 

Young people 

While the Parish Council tries to look after everyone, Cllr 
Todd admitted that young people “can be a little 
neglected”. The Council had supported a number of 
groups, such as helping the school to buy musical 
instruments and the Colts FC to buy junior goalposts, as 
well as supporting the Youth Bus Project for six weeks. 
The Project was very well attended, proving that 
youngsters want and need something to do in the 
evenings. He appealed for potential youth leaders to come 
forward and said a room is available in the Windmill 
Centre. 

Thanks 

The Chairman ended by thanking C/Clir Norman 
Matthews and D/Clir Paul O’ Sullivan for their support 
over the past year, and his fellow councillors for their 
efforts on behalf of the parish. He also paid tribute to the 
clerk, David Blakey, saying “we get more from him than 


he gets paid for.” > 


VILLAGE DESIGN STATEMENT faites 
Before showing a short video on Village Design 
Statements, Clir Todd explained the scheme enabled local 
people to influence planners in decisions affecting the 
parish, and to have a say in maintaining its character. 

The video was well-received by the audience, and 
generated a lively discussion. For the scheme to work in 
Deddington, it would need a group of volunteers to design 
a plan for future development in the Parish. The plan 
would then need to be accepted by the Parish Council and 
then passed to the District Council, who should then adopt 
is as a benchmark for the future. It would mean that 
developers who did not comply with the plan would not 
receive planning permission. Cllr Todd said if a group 
could be formed it would work out its own targets, but the 
scheme would probably take about 18 months to complete. 
He said the Parish Council would be prepared to 
underwrite its start-up costs, as a combined effort, and this 
expense would be part of an initial feasibility study and 
plan of action. It was important to get the scheme under 
way as soon as possible because, although there were no 
developmental threats at present it was impossible to know 
when applications would come in. If a Design Statement 
was accepted, it would need regular reviews to keep it up 
to date. Two people volunteered to get the scheme 
underway, and will probably make a start in September. If 
you would like to help, contact the Clerk. 


TOURISM IN THE PARISH 

An informal straw poll showed that most parishioners at 
the meeting were not in favour of actively encouraging 
more tourists to Deddington, although they welcomed 
suggestions to do more for those who do visit. One 
member of the audience objected that it was 
“undemocratic to hold a vote without telling the village 
first that there would be a vote” but Cllrs Geoff Todd and 
Jim Flux explained that it was not binding and was merely 
a simple way of testing views of those who were present. 
Cllr Todd said the village was lucky to have shops and 
restaurants which attracted visitors. “Should we do more 
for them or make them so unwelcome they don’t stop?” he 
asked, and added that the PC was already looking into 
using the school playground as an overspill car park. 
Sylvie Spenceley felt strongly that the village needed a 
well- produced tourist information leaflet but Molly Neild 
was concerned about possible toilet provision. Mike 
Williamson was worried that if more was done to 
encourage people to visit the restaurants it would bring the 
problems of still more vehicles. Other anxieties included 
the effect on village stores if people parked for hours in 
the Market Place. 

Cllr Todd said the Parish Council was currently looking 
into the possibility of producing a brochure and notices. 
Clirs Jim Flux and Terry Clinch asked as many people as 
possible to write to Deddington News or the Parish 
Council with their views and suggestions. 


QUESTION TIME 

John Neild said there was no bus to get people to Banbury 
for 9am and Cllr Todd promised to raise it with the 
County Council. Colin Robinson was worried about high 
traffic speeds at the southern end of New Street and was 
told that the County Council was reluctant to spend money 
unless there was a record of serious accidents. Clir Todd 
agreed with him that lives are not cheap and the Clerk 
added that the PC was planning its own traffic calming 
measures.

KICK START FOR YOUTH CLUB 

There could soon be a Monday night youth club in the 
village again, thanks to the enthusiasm of volunteer youth 
workers and a £3,000 injection of cash from the Parish 
Council, Cllrs agreed to underwrite the costs of running 
the club for a year, after Susie Healey, from the Bus 
Project, presented a three year business plan and said three 
local people had already offered to help. ; 

She said the recent Bus Project was a great success, with 
up to 49 youngsters of all ages attending on any one 
evening. She said this showed a clear a need for a paid 
youth worker, one evening a week, to provide a quality 
service, advice and fun for local teenagers in their own 
village. She added: “It would give local young people 
responsibility, ownership and respect.” 

Cllrs agreed to help pay for equipment, insurance, hire of 
the hall, materials for a craft group and an annual £1,500 
salary for a paid youth worker for three years. 


Low Cost Housing: 

WHERE, WHAT AND HOW 

Details of the low cost housing scheme are to be displayed 
on notice boards and publicised in the Deddington News, 
clirs agreed. Their decision was prompted by a letter from 
Ron Church, of St Thomas Street, who said villagers need 
to know the exact location, types of housing, whether the 
homes will be for rent, sale or shared ownership, the way 
in which preference would be given to local people and 
details of the allocation procedure. 
The Clerk, David Blakey, said much of that information 
had already been published, in minutes and in DN reports. 
He said the land, opposite the Windmill Stores, should be 
available in September and the plan was for a two phase 
development of 22 homes: “They will be for young 
people, domiciled in the parish, and will be a mix of rental 
and shared ownership, with the emphasis on rental”. He 
added that if all the agreements are completed by this 
Autumn, as expected, the first homes should be ready 
within 12 months of starting work. Planning permission 
has been given. 


Highways 

COUNTY SLOW ON SPEED SIGNS 

The County Council has blocked PC plans to erect anti- 
speed signs on the main through-routes in the Parish. It 
has consented to the brightly coloured cards for the 
A4260 but, despite written support from Thames Valley 
Police Traffic Department, it refused to allow them on the 
B4021 Clifton to Hempton road because it doesn’t have a 


high enough accident rate. Cilrs agreed to put pressure on © 


the County Council in a bid to get it to change its mind. 


PROGRESS ON PARKING 

The school playground looks set to become an overspill 
car park this summer. Clir Gay Brewer said that subject to 
the agreement of ali the school governors, the headmaster 
will allow parking from the middle of July until the end of 
August, while the school is closed for holidays. The PC 
would have to provide a security fence and insurance, and 
to sweep and clean area before the start of term. 


Planning 

DEPUTATION TO MEET PLANNERS 

Concerned Parish Councillors are sending a deputation to 
CDC to discuss problems over amendments to approved 
plans. Clir Betty Hill said the PC had received several 
minor amendments to plans for houses at College Farm, 
Hempton and to the Deddington Arms. While the PC did 
not object to the current batch of proposals, it was difficult 
to make a judgement because of the problems of keeping 
track of them all. She was also concerned about the 
cumulative effect of such amendments. “You don’t know 
what you will end up with,” she said. 


BUNGALOW AT OLDEST HOUSE 

Leadenporch House, the oldest house in Deddington and - 
one of “great historical interest” could soon see some 
changes, if plans to build a bungalow in the garden are 
given the go-ahead. Cllr Betty Hill, the current owner, 
declared an interest and left the meeting while clirs 
discussed her application. 

Clir Pat Swash said it was important for the old listed 
building to be properly looked after and Clir Hill felt new 
owners would be better able to do this. Cllr Terry Clinch 
said the plans, for a mainly single storey, stone built home 
with one higher gable end were misleading because the 
scale was wrong, making it look twice its size, This could 
the reason for objections to the new house, which would 
not be visible from houses in The Stile. Cllr Jim Flux said 
the Parish Appraisal was in favour of modest infilling and 
this plan was for one house only. Cllrs agreed not to 
object to the building, which is for Cllr Hill’s own use, as 
long as it meets the requirements for historical and listed 
buildings. 


VIEWS SOUGHT ON LEGION LICENCE 

The British Legion’s application for a public 
entertainments licence met with opposition from clirs, 
who want to see limits imposed on it. It is possible for 
such a licence to cover music, dancing, theatrical and 
sporting events, up to midnight seven nights a week. The 
Clerk said the Legion’ s application was for music and 
dancing for up to 120 people. Cllr Pat Swash said the 
events attracted coach loads of outsiders to the village, 
causing noise and nuisance, and she added that residents 
intended to write to the District Council, The PC will 
write to CDC, suggesting the licence is limited to 11pm 
except on special occasions, and to Friday and Saturday 
nights only. They will also raise issues of numbers, 
outsiders and parking. 


WINDMILL SAILS ON 

Increased usage, continued improvements, successful 
events and sound finances mean the Windmill Centre goes 
from strength to strength. In his annual report, Clir Jim 
Flux gave special thanks to David Blakey, Vivien 
Bouverie, Joyce Minnear, Maurice Gilkes, Dennis 
Freeman and the Centre’s cleaning ladies for all their 
help. 


PARISH FUNDS: £450,000 (Bradford & hadise: 
£100,000 (Treasury Deposit); £26,250 (14 days). The 
figure for the overnight account was not available. 


NEW CHAIRMAN ELECTED 

The new chairman of Deddington Parish Council is Clir 
Jim Flux, who succeeds Cllr Geoff Todd. Cilir Terry 
Clinch was elected vice-chairman. Clir Flux said he 
would do his best to ensure the smooth running of the 
Council.

Exhibitions in Oxfordshire Arts Weeks. 
A wealth of talent exploded in Deddington during Oxfordshire Arts Weeks (17 May - 1 June). This 
year there were three separate (though linked) venues, ably co-ordinated by a team led by Rob 
Forsyth, Colin Robinson and Gay Brewer. All three exhibitions had distinct and quite different 
characters. 
Rob Forsyth joined forces with Marie Smith to produce a very professional and well-displayed 
exhibition in Tays Cottage and Studio. Marie works in a huge range of media from (deceptively) 
simple charcoal and conte sketches to complex collage and “mixed media” paintings. These were well 
complemented by Rob’s strong, simply shaped bowls and jugs with subtle glazes. 
In the Country Store the Art Group (which meets at the Town Hail every week with Annabelle Gregory) 
produced a varied and interesting exhibition with the common theme of the Group’s models as well as 
their private work. With thirteen painters participating it would be wrong to single out one painter, but 
for me, Gwyolydd O’Brien’s “New York Skyline” was outstanding, as much for its subject matter as its 
style (and she is over 80 - there is hope for me yet.....). 
The exhibition in the Town Hall was a quite different affair! An eclectic mix of young artists’ (such as 
Ken and Jenny Wimbush and Lucy Sylvester) excitingly original work, in wood and silver respectively, 
contrasted with more traditional decoupage, silk painting and quilting. Equally exciting was 
experimental work by established potters (such as Betty Hill) using the exhibition to try out new ways 
of using their chosen medium.

GARDENING NOTES 


The’ spring has been very treacherous this year and I have to report two sad We 
losses. The late hard frost seems to have killed two camellias, both healthy = RY 
specimens and full of buds. I think I shall wait and see for a while before I get rid of them. 
The other casualty.is my magnolia soulangia. It blossomed beautifully, but then all the new 
leaves turned brown overnight. That will, I think, survive and we are giving it lots of compost 
to help it keep its pecker up and make another effort. 

At this time I make wu vp y hanging basket. I like to use a moss lining and work up from the 
bottom, a layer at a time, with potting compost. It's a good idea to put a piece of heavy 
plastic with a slit in it over the bottom layer. That will stop the water running out too 

quickly. An inch or two of compost, then some trailing lobelia, another two inches of compost, 
then some trailing plants, and so on, with something nice and showy on the top. May [ 
recommend the Purely Plants Nursery at Kings Sutton for ingredients and advice. They even 
run classes on making up baskets. [f you sit the made-up basket in a bucket, it can be put out 
during the day and protected at night until the weather is warm enough and the plants won't be 
damaged. : MARIANNE ELSLEY 


By the time you read this, we hope that summer will really have arrived. What a funny few 
weeks we have had: cold and dry followed by warm days which started seeds into growth. 
Then right back to frosts again. Hope you were able to get your potatoes banked up so that 
the emerging leaf growth was not killed off, which would have been very disheartening 
During the growing season try to keep the weeds down, as competition for nourishment 
diminishes your future harvest. A long~handled hoe is probably best so that you can work in 
an upright position. Then, down on hands and knees to remove the weeds that are close to 
your plants. Keep an eye out for blackfly on the broad beans and caterpillars attacking the 
brassicas. On the whole I find the best way to deal with the blackfly is to rub them out. 
After all, one can easily wash one's hands afterwards. Cheaper than buying poison sprays. 
Caterpillars can be removed and dropped into a jar of paraffin. Happy gardening, folks.

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 
Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for parts of June and July 1847:- 


28th JUNE - Went up to Oxford to be present as an Associate pro tempere at the meetings of 
the British Association now assembled in Oxford. Prince Albert visited the different Section 
Rooms for a few hours during the day - from London. He looked remarkably well - and took 
a decided interest in the several discussions on papers uttered or read by certain professions and 
members in their several sections of science etc. The Bishop, who was present, asked me to 
dine at Cuddesden - this I was obliged to decline. I dined at the Mitre with Messrs. Strickland, 
Thornhill, young C,., Cotterel and others. I also previously visited the Horticultural Exhibition in 
Trinity College gardens. I was also asked to dine in Queen's College by J. Nelson - and at New 
College by the Sub Warden. 

8th JULY - Holford caught an eel of 2 Ibs. weight down in our brook here on a night line. 
16th JULY -— m London with the boys to consult Mr. Rogers the dentist again about the boys' 
teeth ~ Robert lost two and Willy's were put to rights - he said Johnny would have to lose 4 at 
Xmas. The boys went to the British Museum, the Polytechnic and Madame Tussauds. I called 
and sat two hours with Lord Eldon. 
22nd JULY - Our dearest Betsie completed her 18th year today! God be thanked for having still 
spared her to us, tho' her health be materially impaired - may he in his mercy vouchsafe to her 
in his own good time an improved and invigorated state of that greatest of all- earthly blessings. 
Betsy went out riding with her Mother: after dinner. 

27th JULY - was busied in writing a particular letter to the Bishop resigning my office of Rural 
Dean.

Arthur Lewis reminds us of articles 
he wrote on the Deddington of the 20s and 30s. They are full of information about people at work and 
play. A bright pink envelope addressed to Prize Cards won by Admiral LP Berthon at Deddington Flower 
Show - reached us by way of the Parish Clerk, who also forwarded a between-the-wars photograph of 
Tuckers Stores that arrived from the Shetland Islands. We're not sure exactly how these finds will relate 
to the Millennium Map Project, but they are fascinating in their own right.

FIRE SERVICE 


FIRE CALLS : During the last month we have received 10 calls, which were: | road traffic 
accident; 2 calls to manure heaps on fire; | chemical incident; 4 false alarms with good intent and 
2 calls to stand by at other stations, bringing the total to 44 so far this year. 

RECRUITING : Peter Taylor joined us during the last month and at present he is doing his 
induction training. We also have another applicant who has taken the entrants’ test and medical 
and is now awaiting the results. 

FIRE HYDRANTS : Once again | find it necessary to remind people: PLEASE DO NOT PARK 
ON FIRE HYDRANTS. Hydrants are our only adequate supply of extra water in built-up areas, 
should the water we carry on the fire engine not be sufficient. I looked around the village 
recently and no fewer than 12 hydrants were either parked on or blocked by vehicles. The 
location of hydrants is easily recognised by either a yellow post with a plate attached or a plate 
fixed on a wall, lamp post or signpost. The plates are yellow with a black letter H as below. 


The figure on the top section indicates the size 
3 400 of the water main and the bottom figure 
indicates how far in front of the plate the 
40 800 hydrant is. If the hydrant is in the grass verge, 
if there is a kerb then a yellow rectangle is 
imperial Metric painted on the kerb. If there is no kerb, then a 


yellow circle is painted on the road. I would urge anyone who has a hydrant outside their 
property to be vigilant and if they see anyone parking on it or parking in such a way that the 
-hydrant is rendered unusable, then politely point out the situation - because we never know when 
or for whose property we may need that water. ALBERT HUMPHRIES 338943

ON THE FARM 


What a difference a drop of rain can make. Last month I was complain- 
ing about how dry it was and now we have plenty of grass. (Perhaps 
the DN is read by the Almighty as well as the Vicar.) Despite the low temperatures the crops 
are growing away well with some of the wheat crops coming in to ‘boot' (the ear about to 
emerge). The winter beans are in full flower but the cold weather has stopped the bees from 
flying; on the other hand the low temperatures have kept the fungal diseases at bay and should 
save at least one spray dose. We have started to sell some fat lambs but because the £ is so 
high the trade is about £10 a head down on this time last year. We are getting £1.25 a kilo but 
in the shops it is about £6.50 a kilo. The ewes will soon be shorn and no doubt they will be 
happy to be in the buff if the weather stays warm. The grass for hay-making was 'shut up' at 
the beginning of May and is coming on well and should be ready for. cutting at the end of June. 
if the weather stays dry we should get some good hay. 

The latest buzz word is 'traceability’. All livestock is now tagged or paint branded so that it can 
be traced back to the farm where it was born and the standards of management and husbandry 
can be checked. The powers that be are now suggesting that we should do the same with grain, 
from field to mouth as it were! The millers say that they will need to know how each crop is 
grown, when and with what it was sprayed and where and. how it was stored. It has also been 
said that if the information is not forthcoming there may not be a market for it. Perhaps George 
Orwell was right after all and Big Brother is watching. 

All our summer visitors have now returned except the curlew. A pair of swans has a nest on 
the river and 4 mallard ducks have now got ducklings. 2 pairs of kingfishers are nesting on the 
back brook, one close to Bowmans Bridge. We have 8 pairs of swallows nesting in the farm 
buildings and the swifts are back flying high over the village. As you know, swallows migrate to 
and from Africa each year; it was rather sad that a swallow got back here safely after a long and 
difficult journey (especially over Spain where they are shot for fun) only to fall prey to one of 
our resident sparrow hawks, but I suppose that's life and the hawk has to live as well. On the 
brighter side, | can report that a pair of turtle doves has returned to Clifton after being absent 
for some years, so perhaps things are looking up after all. GEORGE FENEMORE 338203
